WASHINGTON, Sept. 28—(BUP) 
~A joint American-Canadian ex- 
pedition to the Arctic has discov- 
ered records left near the North 
Pole 40 years ago by Cmdr, Robert 
E. Peary, the first man to reach the 
North Pole, 

Authoritative sources said the 
documents were found this sum- 
mer in a whisky bottle deposited 
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in a cairn at Cape Sheridan, about 
450 miles from the North Pole, 

They said the American-Canddian 
expedition also found copies of 
documents cached in the area by a 
British expedition which explored 
the Arctic in 1876,

Discovery of a 500-barrels-an-hour 
oil well in the Redwater sector of the Ed- 
monton oil field means not only a new 
asset for Alberta and for Edmonton but 
a hopeful change in one of the most vital 
factors in the entire Canadian economy. 

Oil is important in the Canadian in- 
and economic picture because 
(a) it is a great industry in itself, (b) its 
availability is closely linked with general 
industrial production and (c) 
Canadian oil production will help to con- 
serve this country’s stockpile of United 


dustrial 


States dollars. 


Largely due to discoveries in the 
Leduc sector, Alberta’s oil production has 
risen from 8,353,460 barrels between 1922 
and 1934 to 88,724,539 barrels between 


1935 and 1947. 


This represents 90 per cent of the oil 


output for all Canada, 


But while this output has enlarged 
tremendously up to 1947 and to an even 
greater degree in 1948, the present pro- 
duction will have to be increased by about 
10 times to take care of the requirement 


for all Canada, 


production.

Up to the present it had been hoped 
that within five years the western half of 
Canada could attain self-sufficiency in oil 


But the potentialities of the Redwater 
sector are so great and the possibility of 
opening up still other Alberta fields is so 
real that it seems reasonable to extend 
this hope substantially. 

It will require a vast flow of oil to 
nvake all Canada self-sufficient.

And the habitual criminal law seems 
to be a case in point. It is a philosophical 
idealistic measure that takes little 
account of facts.

WHITEHORSE, Yukon. — Who 
was it that sald “let me write the 
songs of a nation and I care not 


who makes the laws?” 

The poet, Robert Service, has 
certainly left giant-size footprints 
in the sands of time here in the 
Yukon, They show you Robert 
Service's log cabin as soon as you 
get to Whitehorse, But you have 
to do a bit of sleuthing to find 
that it is not now where it was 
when Service livéd in it. And the 
more literal and truthful of the 
old-timers will admit, if you 
corner them and break them 
down that Service did not live 
with Sam McGee, as the sign on 
the cabin suggests, but with old 
Doc Sugden, 


McGee Not , 


Cremated 

In fact, Sam 
cremated at all, 

He died in a warm bed and was 
peacefully buried like any other 
humdrum civilian, Service put his 
friend's name in that poem just 
for whimsy. 

Yes, there is plenty of evidence 
here in the Yukon that Service 
deserves to rank with Robbie 
Burns and even Tchaikowsky in 
one respect, 

The great Scottish poet and the 
great Russian composer both 
proudly admitted that their best 
works were merely re-writes and 
streamlingings of old folk poems 
or folk songs. 

This is exactly what Service 
did, He took the favorite tales of 
the Klondike gold rush, true or 
false, and put them into rhyme. 

The man who has most of the 
data on the actual facts on which 
Service based his poems is W. D. 
MacBride, veteran railroader of 
Whitehorse, He has the makings 
of a unique historical collection 

Here is the true version of the 
cremation story on which Service 


McGee was not 


based his famous poem, “The 
Cremation of Sam McGee.” 
The steamer Olive May got 


stuck in the ice of Lake LaBarge 
in the fall of 1898, The RCMP got 
a report that there was a man 
sick of the scurvy near where the 
ship was frozen in. To assist the 
sick man sete sent Dr. Sugden,

who lived for years with Service 
in a cabin at what is now White 
horse, 

The doctor found the man dead, 
The ground was frozen stiff, 
There was no Way to bury him, 
He took the corpse to the strand. 
ed steamer and cremated it ia 
the firebox of the Olive May, 
The RCMP got the ashes, 

The real-life Sam McGee died 
in Calgary, Sept. 11, 1940, at 
ripe old age.

FROM TODAY’S NEWS

Did Premier Stalin double. 
cross the western powers in the 
recent agreement over Berlin, 
or were his orders disobeyed by 
subordinates? 

That is to say, is Stalin still 
the undisputed dictator of Com- 
munism, or has he slipped to the 
point where his lieutenants dare 
override his commands? 

The records of the democracies 
show that at Stalin's second 
meeting with the British, United 
States and French representa 
tives in Moscow Aug. 23 there 
was a “final agreement in prin 
ciple” between Russia and the 
western powers. This specified 
that the Soviet blockade of west 
ern Berlin should be lifted un- 
conditiofially and that the west 
ern powers would reciprocate by 
accepting Soviet currency in 
thelr three sectors of the German 
capital, although under four 
power control and not single 
Soviet control. 

The four governments instruct 
ed their military commanders in 
Germany to carry out the terms 
of this solemn agreement, 

Right there the double-cross 
started. Marshal Vassily Soko- 
lovsky, Soviet military ¢om 
mander, promptly threw @ mon 
key-wrench into the machinery 
by making conditions for this 
unconditional agreement, Soko 
lovsky stipulated that when the 
Soviet food and fuel blockade 
was lifted the Russians should 
take control of all transport into 
Berlin, including air transport on 
which the beleaguered city now 
depends. 

Negotiations went from bad to 
worse, Finally Britain, the Unit 
ed States and France tried to get 
Stalin to order Sokolovsky to 


carry out the terms of the orig- 
inal agreement, Moscow in ef- 
fect refused to do this, and the 
three democracies decided to 
toss the whole business into the 
hands of the United Nations Se 
curity Couneil, 

Diplomatic quarters in Wash- 
ington are puzzled, The specie 
lation is that either Stalin re 
considered, after he made the 
agreement, and ordered Sokol- 
oveky to scuttle the ship, or that 
Stalin himself was overruled by 
the Communist International in- 
formation bureau in the recent 
meeting reported to have takea 
place in the Crimea, 

If the Cominform reversed 
Stalin we have a new and start- 
ling development, Stalin has 
been undisputed ruler of Soviet 
Russia for more than 20 years, 
At least his rule had been undis- 
puted up to this crisis,
